From Rev. I 1 Loring’s sermon, entitled, “ Ministers 
of their Sacred “ fm preached at the Convention of 
Ministers of the province of Massachusetts Bay, N. E 
at Boston, May 27, 1742.” According to the private 
diary of Rev. Ebenezer Parkman of Westborough, the 
contribution on this occasion amounted to £230, 


The sin and folly of those who rashly en- 
ter the ministry, without being ealled hy Je- 
sus Christ, is of inconceivable magnitude. 
God may justly complain of them, as of those 
prophets spoken of in Jeremiah, ‘1 have not 
sent these prophets, yet they ran; 1 have not 
spoken to them, yet they have prophesied.’ 
They enter upon one of the most difficult 
works in the world, which they are not able 
aright to manage, and yet have no grounds 
oF reasow to expect any assisiance from 
Christ in it or acceptance with him for it, 
they being intruders and usurpers. Would 
not those do well seriously to think of this, 
who have in various parts of the land set up 
for teachers and exhorters of the people. 
As for any outward call to authorize them to 
this vocation, this is what they cannot pre- 
tend. They were never regularly introduced 
into this, or selected by the order that God 
hath appointed in his church; and as for an 
inward call, enabling them to teach and ex- 


hort, it may justly be feared that they are ut- 
terly destitute of it, at least, that the greatest 
number of them are so.

Musings in a Chureh-yard. 


It wasa mild, smiling day in June, the 
sun shone brightly, and the deep blue of the 
sky was only concealed by here and there 
a passing cloud. The scenery was wildly 
romantic, yet exquisitely lovely. A deep and 
ru hill rose abruptly to the East, cov- 
ered, from its base, even to the pointed sum- 
mit with the pine, the beech, the poplar, 
and the maple ; a clear, blue river sparkling 
at its foot, glided away, and hid itself among 
the distant hills. 

The land was robed in rich luxuriance, 
and the song of merry birds floated on the 
balmy air, like a strain of purest melody.—

To 
gain the flattering word of empty praise, 
from lips perhaps concealing envy, and 
deepest hatred, present enjoyment and future 
hopes are resigned. But had not Fame two 
voices—as her victims testify,—and were not 
the summit of her hill a dangerous station— 
making the fall yet greater ; the grave awaits 
all, it levels all. 

Some bow the knee to fashion, and seek, 
by endless toil, to please the fickle goddess, 
and win her approbation. Nothing is too 
difficult, too absurd to be accomplished if she 
commands; and io be the highest in her 
train is the only duty her votaries acknowl- 
edge.

| tions of the great book publishing house of} 
| Messrs. Harpers, of New York, may be form- | 
ed from the details which are stated in the 
| annexed extracts, copied from a letter in the 
Boston Courier :— 
| The establishment of the Harpers gives em- 
| ployment to 400 persons, including 95 girls; | 
supports, directly or indirectly, (independent | 
|of authors,) about 1,600 persons, and occu- | 
pies an immense area, equal to seven or eight | 
large five story houses. One building, five | 
| windows wide and five stories high, extends 
from Cliff to Pearl streets (the depth of four | 
ordinary houses;) two other buildings joim 
this on Cliff street; and there are still two)

From 6,000 to 
7,000 volumes, 300 pages, 12mo., are print- | 
eddaily. Nearly two and a half millions were | 

| thrown off during the last year. 800 pounds | 
of metal are used weekly for casting—giving | 
41,600 pounds per annum. 500,000 pounds 
of stereotype, worth 7 1-2 cents per pound, 
the product of ten years, are stowed away in | 
vaults, which extend,*of course, under ground | 
from Pearl street to Cliffstreet. The whole 
quantity of stereotype deposited in these men-

The whole buildings are owned by the 
Harpers, and the stock in trade is certainly | 
worth about 81,500,000.

Root Culture. 


Five things are essential in the culture of 
root corps: first, a dry soil; second, a rich) 
soil ; third, a deep soil ; fourth, a well pulver- | 

| ized soil; and fifth, good after-culture. 
| Bya dry soil, we mean a soil that is not | 
wet. Moisture is beneficial to all crops, and | 
| is indeed indispensable to their growth; but | 
| standing water is detrimental to ai root crops, | 
though it repose upon the subsoil, and appear | 
but occasionally at the surface. Hence, when | 
roots are to be grown upon soils that are tena-| 
cious or flat, or upon those which repose upon | 
an impervious subsoil, the land should either 
be previously under-drained, or should be | 
thrown into ridges, and the furrows kept open | 
for the free passage of water in heavy rains. | 

A rich soil is as essential to good crops, as | 

nourishing and abundant food is to the fatten- | 
ing of animals. We all know that lean pas- 
ture and coarse forage, although they may | 
, will not fatten cattle. It is equally true 
that although farm crops will live and grow | 
upon a poor soil, the product and profit will | 
be greater on arich one. Hence the maxim, 
verified by long experience, that it is better) 
to cultivate one acre of rich land than three 
of poor. Ordinarily speaking, a good dress- | 
ing of manure will double the product of a 
root crop. 2°} 

A ked soil is necessary for all tap- 
roots, not only that they may penetrate freely, 
and increase their length and their volume, 
but that their sadicles—their mouths—which | 
are principally upon their lower extremities, | 
may find for the parent plant. Even the, 
turnip and potato, in a deep tilth, send down 
their roots to a great depth, for food and|/ 
moistare. 

The pulverization of the soil is essential to | 
the germination of the seed, to the free circu- | 
lation of moisture and air, and the admission | 
of solar heat, all contributing to the thrift of 
the growing plants. If the soil is lumpy, or 
coarse, and does not come in close contact | 
with the seed, to keep it moist, the seed can- 
not germinate ; the roots cannot freely extend 
in search of food ; nor can this food be proper- | 
ly prepared, and transmitted to the plant, | 
unless the soil be so pulverized as to permit 
the free circulation of air and moisturethroagh 
all its interstices, and through its mass. T 
air and dews, we repeat, are charged with the 
elements of fertility, and the more freely they 
are permitted to penetrate the soil, the more 
benefit they will impart to the crop.
